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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1 and 36, the 112 1 st paragraph rejection set forth in paragraph 6 of 
the final office action dated 2/25/04 has been withdrawn in light of Applicant's arguments found 
on p. 10-1 1 of the arguments filed on 5/25/04. 

Also with respect to claims 1 and 36, Applicants properly disqualified the Thomsen et al. 
references (US 2003/01 13551 and US 2003/0064198), which were applied in a 103(a) rejection 
set forth in paragraphs 8 and 9 of the final office action dated 2/25/04, under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) by 
asserting common ownership on p. 11 of the arguments filed on 5/25/04. 

Regarding claims 1 and 36, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a method of making a 
coated article comprising forming a DLC layer on the glass substrate, forming a protective layer 
over the DLC layer, forming a solar control coating onto a surface of the glass substrate 
opposite that on which the DLC layer was formed, and heat treating the substrate with the 
solar control coating, DLC layer, and protective layer thereon. 

WO 00/66506 to Veerasamy, US 6277480 to Veerasamy et al., and US 5635245 to 
Kimock, all of which were applied in previous office actions, teach a DLC layer and solar 
control coating on the same side of a glass substrate, as pointed out by the examiner in 
paragraphs 2-4 of the final office action dated 2/25/04.
